At­ 
tem pts are being m ade to estab ­ 
lish them in Southern M issouri. The 
present range is constituted by the 
northern tier of counties bordering 
Iowa and a rem nant population in 
the St. Charles County bottom s. 
D uring the past. M issouri has 
had 
som e extensive 
releases of 
Ringneck pheasants which never 
seem ed to do well. R ingnecks not 
being the answ er, testing of crosses 
betw een them and two strain s of 
Iranian 
Bla,cknecks, 
one 
p u r e 
strain of E astern Iranian Blaek- 
neck, and a pure strain of K orean 
pheasant are being conducted. 
Several release sites for the K o r 
can pheasant are scheduled. Mr. 
W inchester’s 
farm 
w as 
selected 
first because it is situated within 
an agricultural environm ent which 
is fairly typical in the Bootheel. 
The site was selected after flying 
the entire 
area, 
from 
Stoddard 
County south and eastw ard to the 
M ississippi 
R iver 
and 
A rkansas 
line. The vicinity of B ernie seem ed 
to best fit the standards that govern 
a release site. 
A release site is a pen of ap ­ 
proxim ately six acres with a cov­ 
ered 75’ x 150' pen inside it. The 
Com m ission and Mr. 
W inchester 
have a contract which allows the 
Comm ission to use the farm as 
a study area without paym ent for 
land lease or privileges granted. 


D unng a th ree y e ar period, the 
program h as planned the re lease of 
a probably 1.500 K orean p h easan ts. 
Die relea p pens w ere built from 
Com m ission funds and a re for two 
purposes: (1' They serve as a grad 
ual and “ gen tle” way to release 
the birds w hich have bc<‘n brought 
to the area at 
fi to R w eeks of 
age. They are held in the holding 
pen until the follow ing sp rin g when 
the gates will be opened, allow ing 
them to m ove out into the six acre 
release pen and eventually into the 
wild. <2). H ere, wing clipped birds 
m ay nest under as n early as pos­ 
sible wild conditions and y et be 
under observation during and after 
the nesting season. 
The biologist. Glenn D. C ham b­ 
ers who is in charge of the study 
says the K orean pheasant has been 
selected because they com e from 
an 
ar»a w here 
the rainfall 
and 
clim ate a re very sim ilar to this 
area. T hese handsom e birds, with 
their gay, brilliant plum age w ere a 
continual source of tem ptation to 
sport loving soldiers in K orea who 
w’ere behind the lines during the 
w ar. Any unexplained gunfire w as 
frowned upon and the birds w ere 
free to stru t under the very noses 
of m en who longed to shoot them . 
This bird looks prom ising here be­ 
cause the hens set readily, the eggs 
w ithstand high tem p eratu res, and 
the soil fertility is high.
